Mr. Fink toarise and wulk aeross |
the loor to  the opposite side of |
the barn and seat himself near
the weatherboarding. He had
not been seatod there five minutes
until there wus a blinding flash of
hghtning accompanied by an in- |
stantaneous ecrash of thunder,
and the already terror-stricken
Mummas werehorrified to see the
prostrate lorm of Mr. Fink., Mr
Mumma hastened to the side of
the unfortunate man, but death
had been instantaneous, for he
was not breathing, and there was
not the twitch of & musele, Dr,
J.J, Palmer, of Needmore, wus
summoned; but when he arrived
he was as powerless as the most

Daniel lived
here soon after the War, his fa-
ther resuding in the old hotel
property at the top ot Cove moun
tain on the Chambersburg pike,
During the early 50's he was mar
ried to Miss Laura, eldest sistor
of County Treasurer Uharlie Stev
ens, who lived but a féw years
